Few of Plano’s 25,000 plus 
voters are expected to cast 
ballots tomorrow in the city 
and school elections. 
County 
voting 
lists 
in­ 
dicate that 25,317 registered 
voters live in Plano and that 
26.806 eligible voters live in 
the 
Plano 
Independent 
School District, but absentee 
voting which is usually an 
indication of voter turnout 
was lower this year than in 
any recent election. Only 13 
absentee votes were cast in 
the school election while 37 
a b s e n ts votes were cast in 
the city election. 


Polls will be open from 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m. at Bowman 
and Wilson junior highs to 
elect two school trustee- and 
four city council members.

The diamond, mounted on 


a platinum ring, was shown

York 
to Stanley 
Doppelt, a 
d ealer,

recognized it as one he had 
personally 
cut. 
Doppelt 
notified the FBI about his 
suspicions that the ring was 
stolen and an investigation 
began which resulted in the 
one-count indictment filed 
against C lark 
last Sep­ 
tember. 
The ring was recovered 
from a safe deposit box at 
the Bankers Trust Co. office 
in Rockefeller Plaza. 
Clark m aintained, during 
his trial, he had purchased 
the ring in May, 1972, in

estate dealer and gambler. 
He said he was unaware it 
was stolen and paid $15,000 
in cash for it. 
Clark said Turner died in 
October, 1972, and he never 
saw any documents showing 
title to the ring.

both are well-known and well-respected within the 
community. They have been positive in their reasons 
for seeking re-election and, more importantly, they 
have been accessible to you, the voter. 
We think it is much better to have men of this caliber 
serving on the school board, even if we may disagree 
with them on an item here and there, than to blindly 
vote for someone who is an unknown quantity-- 
especially one who is campaigning on a single negative 
issue.

Lawn m aintenance in­ 
cludes all of the practices 
needed to keep a lawn in a 
state of constant beauty. 
M aintenance 
of 
old, 
|. established lawns is a bit 
more complex than main­ 
tenance 
of 
a 
newly 
established lawn. 
A new 
lawn will have no trouble 
with thatch, poor aeration, 
and disease. The greatest 
problem confronting newly 
planted lawns is competition 
from annual weeds and 
grasses. 
There are no blue ribbon 
lawns in the Plano area that 
are not fertilized. Plant food 
is as necessary as moisture 
to have and maintain a 
beautiful lawn. Quite often 
yards are filled, built and 
shaped up with material of 
doubtful fertility. 
Lawns need in their diet a 
maximum of nitrogen and 
only moderate amounts of 
phosphorus and potassium. 


Soils of blackland origin 
usually require nitrogen and 
phosphorus. Soils of sandy 
loam origin require those 
two elements as well as 
potassium. 
Lawns 
growing 
on 
blackland soils should be 
fertilized early in the spring 
with about two pounds of 
nitrogen and close to three 
pounds of phosphorus per 
1.000 
square 
feet. 
For 
example, if the formula 16- 
20-0 is used, 15 pounds would 
be the amount to apply on 
1.000 square feet. 
Early spring treatment on 
sandy loam soils should be 
done at a similar plant food

rate. Twenty pounds of the 
formula 10-20-10 per 1,000 
square feet would supply two 
pounds 
of 
nitrogen, 
four 
pounds of phosphorus and 
two pounds of potassium 
All fertilizers do not have 
the 
analyses 
mentioned 
above, but most fertilizers 
on the market can easily 
supply 
these 
optimum 
requirements. Trade names 
have little to do with the 
success of the fertilizers. It 
definitely depends upon the 
analyses of the plant food 
marked on the sack. 
Fertilization 
during 
the 
rest of the growing season 
should 
be 
done 
with 


nitrogen. Nitrogen produces 
color and growth in grass. It 
also aids in 
the decom­ 
position processes 
Three or four applications 
of 
ammonium 
nitrate, 
ammonium sulphate or urea 
or any other form of nitrogen 
will 
greatly enhance the 
beauty of the lawn. Each 
treatment should be about 
two pounds of nitrogen per 


1 .0 0 0 square feet. This would 
take ten 
pounds of 
am­ 
monium sulphate, or seven 
pounds 
of 
ammonium 
nitrate, or five pounds of 
urea on 1000 square feet. 
If there is a choice of these 
fertilizers, price per pound 


of plant food should 
considered.

Landcape Tips Given

Spring is landscape im­ 
provement time in North 
Texas, and here are some 
ideas to help you develop a 
functional and beautiful 
landscape design. 
Let your design reflect 
your tastes and ideas. By all 
standards, every landscape 
ought to be different. There’s 
been an epidemic outbreak 
of the landscape blahs the 
last few years. Rows of wax 
ligustrum 
smothering 
the 
fronts of homes just aren’t 
all that great! 
Do some 
creating. You needn’t be an 
accomplished artist. 
Keep your plan simple. 
Each plant or accessory in 
your landscape needs 
to 
have a purpose. If it’s just 
going to be covered up and 
forgotten anyway, don’t use 
it. 
Your landscape needs to 
be somewhat in continuity 
with the rest of your neigh­ 
borhood. We all want ours to 
be the nicest landscape on 
the block but it shouldn’t 
look gaudy or out of place. 
Use 
good 
landscape 
principals in developing 
your plan. Remember you’re 
trying to 
accentuate 
the 
beauty of your home and 
play down its ugly spots. 


Use trees to frame the house 
but not to obscure it from 
passers-by. Create a focal 
spot near the entry, picture 
window or other dominant 
architectural feature. 
Use 
the 
sam e 
plant 
repeatedly 
through 
the 
landscape for a feeling of 
continuity 
and 
oneness. 
Rather than harsh formal 
rows, 
use 
clustered 
groupings of plants oc­ 
casionally to give a more 
natural feeling to the area. 
Plan for 
your 
family’s 
needs. Every landscape will 
have one area 
primarily 
visible from 
the 
street 
(public area). Another part 
is the private or play area 
intended for use by 
the 
family group. The third and 
final major area, the service 
or work area, houses the 
vegetable garden, compost 
pile, swings and other ar­ 
chitectural nightmares. 
Obviously all three areas 
are distinctly different, and 
they all need to be separated 
and defined. 
Always develop a plan 
with an eye toward main­ 
tenance. Few of us have 40 
hours or $100 per week to 
meet the needs of an ex­ 
tensive landscape. Choose 
low maintenance plants and 
materials and arrange them 


so care will be a snap. 
Develop your plan 
to 
provide for a wide array of 
season-long colors. Proper 
planning can insure floral 
color 
Feburary 
through 
November. Think ahead to 
fall foliage color, and use an 
occasional variegated plant 
for accent. 
Implement your plan in a 
wise and logical sequence. 
Buy from reputable nur­ 
series and choose your 
plants carefully.

In Texas 
Gardens Take Root

There’s more than the 
usual springtime migration 
to 
the 
back 
yards 
by 
household gardeners, 
a 
check around Texas shows. 
This year the ranks are 
greatly swollen by eager 
newcomers, some with a lot 
to learn. 
“ We had one call from a 
lady who almost had it down 
right for fighting a blight in 
her roses,” said Veneta 
Mastin, a secretary at the 
Texas 
A&M 
University 
Extension Service. “ She 
knew she had to disinfect 
with chlorine bleach, but 
instead of disinfecting her 
pruning shears, she sprayed 
the whole tree. It died. 
“ It’s really humorous, but 
it’s nice too. People that 
have never planted a garden 
before in their lives are 
planting them this year. It’s 
just the lack of knowlege. 
They call us wanting to know 
whether they should plant by 
the full moon or the dark of 
the moon.” 
The Extension Service 
recommends the “ frost-free 
date” method of planting, 
based on planting a par­ 
ticular vegetable before or 
after the average date of the 
last killing frost in relation to 
the 
plant’s 
ability 
to 
withstand cold. 
Kathy Wilcher, an em­ 
ploye of the sprawling Wolfe 
Nursery in the Dallas suburb 
of Irving, said there was 
widespread carnage early 
this year in home gardens 
across North Texas. 
“ They have been planting 
gardens since early this 
year; maybe a little too 
early,” she said. “ They put 
tomatoes, peppers, corn, all 
the vegetables, into the 
ground. That was back 
before it snowed 
“ And then the ground 
froze them out and they 
came back in here and 
bought 
more 
seed 
and 
started over. There is a 
boom on home gardens. We 
have laid in bigger supplies 
of seeds, tools and how-to 
booklets and we keep selling 
out.” 
In Uvalde, Texas A&M 
Extension agent, said, “ I ’d 
say we’re seeing an increase 
in gardening among people 
who have never had much 


experience with it before. 
“ I suppose a part of it can 
be attributed to the cost of 
food, maybe the major part. 
I think people want to get 
outside in the spring and 
maybe there is more leisure 
time. Regardless of why it is, 
we’re getting I ’d guess 25 per 
cent —minimum —more 
telephone calls in this area of 
the state from people asking 
for 
information 
about 
gardens, how to plant them, 
when to plant, how big, what 
they should plant, any 
question you can imagine.” 
Mary 
Mahoney, 
in­ 
formation 
specialist 
at 
Texas 
A&M in 
College 
Station, said the urgent 
requests for information are 
pouring in there more than 
anywhere in the state. 
“ We have bulletins on gar­ 
dening, little newsletters, 
and they are constantly 
having to reprint,” she said. 
“ We just can’t keep them in 
stock. All of our county 
agents are bang bombarded 
with 
requests 
for 
in­ 
formation.” 
E x te n s io n 
S e v ic e 
seminars on gardening for 
the 
Texas 
public 
are 
reported overflowing. 
Crowds were turned away 
from a class in San Antonio. 
Another in Renner in north 
central Texas, luckily held in 
a large building, was ex­ 
pected to draw about 200, but 
overflowed with 1,800 people 
wanting to find out how to 
plant tomatoes. 
Shirley Dillman, civilian 
secretary to the vice com­ 
mander at Lackland Air 
Force 
Base 
near 
San 
Antonio, suggested home 
gardens as a pastime for 
airmen and their wives and 
the 
response 
was 
im­ 
mediate. 
The base command set 
aside 120 plots 30 feet by 30 
feet, and divided them 
among the base families. 
Within a few days, there was 
a waiting list of 150 families 
and this year base officials 
are considering allocating 
another 80 plots. 
Mrs. 
Alice 
Grant, 
assistant manager of the 
Cornelium 
Nursery 
in 
Houston, said more young 
persons are buying seeds 
and fruit trees this year. 
“ I didn’t notice them so 
much last year,” she said. “ I 


think the economy 
has 
something to do with it.” 
However, 
she said she 
suspected 
most 
of 
the 
customers just wanted to be 
working in the yard. 
H. W. Weir, assistant 
manger of the Friedlander 
Seed Co. in Tyler, reports 
heavy seed sales. He said 
many young people “ don’t 
even know how deep to plant 
a seed or how many seeds to 
a 
row 
there should be. 
Maybe they’ll buy a pound of 
seed, maybe they’ll buy 200 
pounds, all for just a little 
backyard garden. You can 
tell they’ve never planted 
before 
because 
of 
the 
questions they ask. 
Joe Patrick, customer 
service representative for 
the Magnolia Seed Company 
in Dallas, said the industry 
was caught with its plants 
down by the 1975 boom.

Thinking about planting a 
tree this springtime? Here 
are 20 tips to tree-buying 
success to help you invest 
your 
gardening 
dollar 
wisely. 
1. Plan ahead, buy a tree 
that fits your needs. Some 
trees shade, others don’t. 
Some are used for seasonal 
color, others for framing the 
homegrounds. 
2. Buy a tree that fits your 
space. 
Some 
trees are 
upright, even vertical, at 
maturity, while others are 
rounded, even spreading. 
3. Don’t be an over-treed 
homesite. Too many trees 
can crowd one another, 
starve out the grass. Select 
one or a few good quality 
trees and work hard to keep 
them happy. 
4. Buy from a reputable 
nurseryman. Don’t buy trees 
from a door-to-door plant 
pusher. 
5. Whenever possible buy 
container-grown (or at least 
balled 
and 
burlapped) 
plants, trees included. You 
get all the roots and the plant 
starts its regrowth years 
sooner. 
6. Learn to recognize signs 
of healthy plants. Check for 
moist, 
green 
bark 
by 
scratching with your nail. 
Check for healthy active 
buds near the tips of the 
twigs. And, if possible, check 
for signs of vigorous recent 
growth. 
7. Beware of bargain, end- 
of-the-season 
close-outs 
from 
part-time nurseries. 
Bare root trees are most 
common examples. 
Often 
they’ve 
dried 
beyond 
recovery. 
8. Biggest isn’t always 


best. Smaller (four to six- 
foot) trees often recover 
quicker, 
grow 
larger 
quicker. Unless you need the 
special effects of a larger 
tree, consider the smaller 
ones. 
9. 
Remember 
your 
surroundings when planting. 
Avoid planting near sewers, 
walks, driveways and en­ 
trances. 
10. Check with your city 
regarding frontage lines. 
Trees planted in parkways 
or too near the street often 
become the city’s property 
and responsibility. 
11. 
Choose 
varieties 
adapted locally such as live 
and red oaks, magnolias, 
cedar elms, sweetgums, 
bald cypress, pecans and the 
like. Fast-growing types are 
terribly subject to pest 
problems 
and 
probably 
won’t give you shade much 
faster anyhow. 
12. In the areas of black 
clay soils avoid 
pines, 
dogwoods and the other acid 
lovers. 
13. Plant fruit and pecan 
varieties 
adapted locally. 
Included 
are: 
(pecans) 
Mahan, Mohawk, Stuart; 
(peaches) 
Springold, 
Earlired, Dixired, Sentinel, 
Ranger, Redglobe, Loring, 
Redskin, 
Frank; 
(plums) 
Bruce, 
Methley, 
Ozark 
Premier. 
14. Plant promptly and 
properly. Don’t leave trees 
sitting around. Dig a hole 
two to four times larger than 
the soil ball and fill with a 
loose, 
friable 
back-fill 
material. Plant at the same 
depth as in the nursery. 
15. Prune newly tran­ 
splanted trees to develop 
permanent 
branching 


lost 
habits, offset roots 
during transplanting. 
16. Stake the new tree and 
wrap 
its 
trunk. 
Keep 
prevailing southern winds 
from pushing your tree by 
using a 
three-way 
stake 
system. Wrap the trunk with 
tree-wrap paper available at 
your local nursery. 
17. Apply high phosphorus 
root stimulating fertilizers, 
but avoid high nitrogen 
materials at least the first 
year. 
18. Water thoroughly to 
pack and settle the soil. 
Refill the hole as needed. 
19. Try to leave some type 
of 
water-holding 
basin 
around the trunk of your 
tree. 
20. Follow up care is most 
important. Fill the basin 
frequently during hot, dry 
weather. Watch for early 
signs of fertilizer shortages, 
insects and diseases. Keep 
pruning for good shape and 
development.

Orphans 
Killed in 
Air Crash 


SAIGON (UPI) - A U.S. 
C5A Galaxy transport plane 
carrying the first orphans 
out of South Vietnam under 
President Ford’s emergency 
Operation Babylift crashed 
today near the Saigon air 
port, killing nearly half of 
the 294 persons aboard. Most 
of them were babies. 
The plane was carrying 
243 orphans ranging in age 
from 8 months to 12 years, 
many of them fathered by 
U.S. servicemen who had 
served iii Vietnam Officials 
said about 
IOO orphans 
survived and that between 
120 and 150 were killed. 
Also 
ab o ard 
w ere 
43 
escorts 
from 
the 
U.S. 
Mission in Saigon and eight 
Air Force crewmen of the 
C5A. It appeared that the 
crewmen and many of the 
escorts survived 
The area of the crash was 
partially controlled by the 
Viet Cong but there was no 
indication the C5A had been 
shot down. Initial reports 
said the plane had reached 
an altitude of 37,000 feet 
when the cargo door on the 
plane blew off—a sim ilar 
type of 
incident 
which 
caused 
the c ra sh of 
a 
Turkish DC10 near Paris on 
March 3, 1974, killing 345 
persons in history ’s worst air 
disaster. 
The C5A immediately lost 
pressurization, and the pilot 
tried to return to Saigon. 
About 
a 
m ile-and-a-half 
short of the airfield the plane 
smacked into some muddy 
rice paddies and skipped 
across like a flat rock on a 
pond. Pentagon officials said 
fire apparently broke out in 
a wing when a fuel tank 
ruptured on impact.

billowing black smoke could 
be seen in Saigon, seven 
miles away.
